BYU  witness  a  ‘mystery*1 


'  BYU  student  Thomas  Gregory’s  role  as 
government’s  “mystery  witness”  in

A  Chicago  Sun-Times  reporter  said 
egory,  26,  a  senior  in  history  from 
een  Village,  N.J.,  was  “emerging  as  the 
'  se’s  ‘mystery  witness.’  ”  He  explained 
e  political  connections  of  the  other 
i^ht  key  prosecution  witnesses  are  well 
nown.  Gregory’s  are  not. 

The  Universe  received  telephone  calls 
om  the  New  York  Times ,  Washington 
ost  and  CBS  News  requesting 
>  ickground  information  and  character 
iferrals  on  Gregory. 

IHowever,  information  on  the  former 
juskie  and  McGovern  campaigns  worker 
limited  to  friends  whose  description 
f  *  him  varied  from  “kind  of  a  loner”  to 
vitiy  sociable.” 

'According  to  George  Oates,  a  non-BYU 
udent  who  is  Gregory’s  roommate,  the 
vo  rarely  discussed  politics  because  of 
i  iffering  viewpoints. 

Reffering  to  him  as  a  loner,  Oates  said 
:  Gregory  told  him  before  the  November 
ections  he  was  “getting  out  of  politics” 
ad  wouldn’t  be  involved  again. 

BYU  student  Kathleen  Pack,  a 
ophomore  from  Salt  Lake,  said  Gregory 
Did  her  he  “knew  McGovern  personally” 
ut  added  he  “seemed  neutral  politically, 
le  was  not  really  biased  either  way  but  a 
ttle  anti-Nixon.” 

:  She  remarked  he  is  an  avid  chess  player 
md  a  returned  missionary  from  Brazil 
)/ho  “knew  everybody  in  the  ward  but 
ever  talked  about  himself.” 

'  Another  family  sister,  Amy  Ward,  a 
ophomore  from  Idaho,  described 
Gregory  as  “very  outgoing  and  sociable, 
nd  easy  to  get  to  know.” 
i  Gregory  has  not  been  affiliated  with 
ny  campus  political  organizations. 


According  to  the  Registration  Office, 
Gregory  registered  last  Thursday  and  is 
expected  to  graduate  in  April.  Oates 
recalled  First  realizing  his  roommate’s 
absence  the  same  day. 

Since  that  time,  according  to  a  CBS 
reporter,  the  trial  judge  has  issued  an 
order  prohibiting  newsmen  from 
questioning  witnesses. 

Besides  Gregory  and  eight  other  key 
witnesses,  the  names  of  an  additional  5 1 
supporting  witnesses  were  listed  by 
Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Earl  J.  Silbert, 
including  seven  members  of  President 
Nixon’s  White  House  or  campaign  staff. 

The  witnesses  will  testify  in 
conjunction  with  an  eight-count 


indictment  against  seven  men  charged 
variously  with  burglary,  conspiracy  and 
wiretapping. 

Five  of  the  accused  were  captured  at 
gunpoint  last  June  inside  the  Democratic 
headquarters  in  the  Watergate 
office-apartment  complex  overlooking 
the  Potomac  River. 

The  two  others  were  added  in  the 
federal  indictment  which  said  the  group 
conspired  from  late  spring  to  the  day  of 
the  break-in  to  gain  information  illegally 
from  the  offices. 

Democrats  have  charged  that  political 
espionage  was  behind  the  break-in,  but 
this  has  been  repeatedly  denied  by  White 
House  spokesmen. 


Dedication 
days  set 
for  arena 

A  “dedication  weekend”  for  the 
23,000  seat  Marriott  Center,  to  be 
conducted  on  Feb.  3  and  4,  is  a  first  in 
BYU  building  history. 

The  ceremonies  will  cover  a  two  day 
period  including  the  halftime  of  a 
basketball  game  between  BYU  and  the 
University  of  Utah  and  a  Ten-Stake 
fireside. 

“The  solemnity  of  the  occasion  makes 
it  appropriate  to  have  it  on  the  Sabbath 
day,  and  it  will  permit  a  large  number  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
attend,”  explained  President  Dallin  H. 
Oaks. 

“But  we  also  wanted  to  have  an 
observance  during  a  weekday  for 
involvement  of  the  Cougar  Band  and  the 
basketball  crowd,”  he  added.  The 
dedicatory  prayer  will  be  offered  at  the 
fireside  by  a  member  of  the  First 
Presidency,  according  to  Pres.  Oaks. 

BYU  history  shows  only  one  other 
building  dedicated,  that  of  the  Harris 
Pine  Arts  Center.  The  center  was 
dedicated  in  April  of  1965.  Seven  months 
later  another  ceremony  was  conducted 
for  the  naming  of  specialty  areas  within 
the  structure. 

The  Smith  Fieldhouse,  predecessor  of 
the  Marriott  Center,  was  dedicated  in 
December  of  1951 . 

The  halftime  segment  of  the  dedicatory 
weekend  will  be  devoted  to  honoring 
those  who  have  been  involved  in  the 
planning,  construction  and  funding  of  the 
building.  J.  Willard  Marriott,  who 
donated  more  than  $1  million  towards 
construction  of  the  Center,  will  be  in 
attendance.  Sunday  services  will  include  a 
recorded  message  from  President  Richard 
Nixon,  saluting  Mr.  Marriott  and  the 
University. 


‘Shoppers  hate  it’ 

Downtown 

parking 

studied 


The  future  of  the  downtown  Center 
Street  parking  conditions  in  Provo  looks 
dim  as  city  planners  continue  a  program 
to  supply  sufficient  parking  lots  situated 
close  to  the  city’s  business  center. 

John  Chamberlain,  assistant  city 
planner  in  charge  of  community 
development  said  this  week  the  middle  of 
the  road  parking  on  Center  Street  “will 
have  to  go.”  “Some  of  the  merchants  like 
it,  but  the  shoppers  hate  it,”  he  stated. 

However,  the  middle  of  the  street 
parking  will  survive  1973  as  the  one  and 
one-half  to  two  million  dollar  program 
will  be  extended  over  two  to  three  years. 
The  programs  acquisitions  for  this  year 
are  complete,  said  Chamberlain. 

According  to  Chamberlain,  the  next 
step  in  solving  the  downtown  parking 
problems  will  begin  with  the  demolition 
of  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  block 
north  of  Center  Street  between  First  and 
Second  West.  The  building  facing  Center 
Street  will  remain  but  the  buildings 


occupying  the  northern  two-thirds  of  the 
block  except  for  the  Craghead  Plumbing 
building  and  the  Press  Publishing  building 
will  be  removed,  he  added. 

“The  demolition  of  this  downtown  area 
will  start  March  1 ,  of  this  year  and  will  be 
immediately  followed  with  the 
development  of  a  parking  lot,”  said 
Chamberlain. 

According  to  Commissioner  Grange, 
the  city  has  asked  for  information  on 
multi-story  parking  for  this  large  new  lot 
north  of  Center  Street.  Two  Salt  Lake 
companies  are  preparing  estimates  for  a 
two  level  lot  which  would  handle  about 
750  cars,  he  said. 

The  lot  will  be  one  of  five  developed 
for  validated  parking  to  provide  at  least 
1,000  parking  places  for  Shoppers  on 
seven  acres  of  land.  Commissioners  say 
cheap  rents  in  the  downtown  area  will 
help  merchants  compete  successfully  with 
new  Orem  business  when  the  parking 
problems  in  the  shopping  area  are 
resolved.

In  defense  of  reporter  privilege  laws

Buried  among  the  numerous  vital  decisions  the  Utah  State  Legislature 
will  be  asked  to  make  during  its  current  session  is  a  newspaper  reporter 
protection  law,  an  item  that  should  be  of  concern  to  every  citizen  of 
Utah. 

Basic  among  the  rights  granted  to  the  American  people  is  the  privilege 
of  a  free  press  and  an  informed  public.  The  public’s  right  to  know  has 
always  been  a  vital  concern,  stemming  from  the  first  Bill  of  Rights. 
However,  recent  events  at  BYU  and  around  the  nation  have  made 
clearer  definition  of  a  reporter  shield  privilege  mandatory. 

The  press,  traditionally  a  critic  of  established  interests  and  powers, 
has  an  obligation  aside  from  its  own  concerns  to  inform  the  public  of 
problems  and  conditions  that  prevail  in  society. 

While  the  situation  of  a  reporter  in  possession  of  information  leading 
to  the  apprehension  and  arrest  of  a  criminal  is  decidedly  uncomfortable 
and  awkward,  the  alternatives  are  worse. 

Even  though  many  are  opposed  to  a  reporter  protection  law  based  on 
the  grounds  that  it  would  give  the  reporter  a  privilege  denied  other 
citizens,  and  that  the  withholding  of  confidential  information  may 
allow  a  guilty  party  to  roam  the  streets,  the  question  becomes  not  one 
of  a  personal  right  but  of  a  public  right. 

If  a  reporter  is  required  by  law  to  reveal  his  sources  of  information, 
these  sources  will  in  turn  refuse  cooperation.  As  a  result  the  public  will 
not  know  or  understand  issues  of  which  it  must  be  aware.  Allowing  the 
reporter  confidentiality  of  his  news  sources,  however,  enables  him  to 
probe  into  areas  which  law  enforcement  officers  and  the  public 
otherwise  might  never  come  to  know. 

The  choice,  then,  is  clear.  Allowing  the  reporter  the  right  to  keep  his 
sources  confidential  not  only  will  insure  greater  depth  coverage,  but 
will  also  enable  the  discovery  of  problems  that  may  then  be  efficiently 
dealt  with. 

Although  the  criminal  is  hidden,  the  crime  is  not. 


Currently  19  states  have  enacted  reporter  protection  laws.  Utah  has 
not.  We  therefore  look  forward  to  a  reporter^hield  law  for  the  state  of  jit, 
Utah  which  would  allow  reporters  complete  protection  from  ft; 
prosecution  resulting  from  the  desire  to  protect  confidential  sources  of  p 
information.  This  shield  law  would  be  based  on  obtaining  for  the  |; 
reporter  a  privilege  above  that  granted  for  any  citizen,  but  on  the  basis  |) 
of  protecting  an  inherent  right  of  the  public  to  essential  information. 

While  some  might  think  that  such  a  law  would  allow  poor  journalism  Lj 
or  false  and  damaging  statements,  we  do  not  agree,  for  the  striving  for 
accuracy  and  truth  is  a  basic  canon  of  journalism  adhered  to  by  every 
sincere  newspaper  in  this  country. 

The  duty  of  a  newspaper  is  adequately  expressed  in  the  following  i 
excerpt  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  of  the  American  Society  of  Newspaper  ■  $?.>:« 
Editors: 

The  right  of  a  newspaper  to  attract  and  hold  readers  is  restricted  by  nothing 
but  considerations  of  public  welfare  The  use  a  newspaper  makes  of  the  share 
of  public  attention  it  gains  serves  to  determine  its  sense  of  responsibility,  I v 

which  it  shares  with  every  member  of  its  staff.  A  journalists  who  uses  this 
power  for  any  selfish  or  otherwise  unworthy  purpose  is  faithless  to  a  high 
trust. 

Based  on  these  considerations,  we  support  the  proposal  currently 
being  sponsored  by  the  Utah  Chapter  of  Sigma  Delta  Chi  (National 
Journalism  Society)  which  calls  for  a  reporter  protection  law  based  on 
the  absolute  privilege  of  confidential  sources,  a  measure  based  on  New 
York’s  protection  law. 

This  proposed  legislation,  in  line  with  Governor  Rampton’s  views, 
would  allow  freedom  of  the  press  but  would  safeguard  the  public  by 
retention  of  libel  responsibilities  of  all  journalists. 

The  public  would  be  informed  and  protected  against  possible  criminal 
activities,  but  protection  against  unfair  publicity  or  accusation  could 
still  be  maintained.

salesman  of  truth’,  Nyaradi 
pointed  to  the  current  confusion 
in  international  affairs  that  was 
creating  a  ‘fog’  over  the  eyes  of 
America,  and  thus  blindness. 

He  defended  the  current 
involvement  in  Southeast  Asia  as 
having  been  supported  by  the 
American  people  in  the  past 
election  because  they  had  been 
offered  the  alternatives  of 
unconditional  withdrawal  or 
peace  with  honor,  and  had  chosen 
the  latter. 

Nyaradi  also  chided  those  who 
believed  the  war  insane  and 
immoral.  He  said  the  war  had 
been  supported  by  (our  different 
presidents  of  two  different  parties 
and  523  congressmen. 

“I  don’t  think  anyone  can 


accuse  this  group  of  being  either 
insane  or  immoral.” 

Nyaradi  made  many  references 
to  ‘Communist  psychology’, 
detailing  tactics  he  had  seen  the 
Soviets  use  in  his  own  past 
experiences  and  the  same  tactics 
that  they  are  now  using  in  the 
Paris  Peace  Talks. 

Nyaradi  also  supported  the  talks 
as  an  important  offensive  move 
referring  to  an  ancient  fighting 
tactic  that  stopped  winning  armies 
from  pushing  their  defeated 
enemies  till  their  backs  were  to 
the  sea.  In  such  a  maneuver,  he 
explained,  with  no  alternative  left 
them,  the  defensive  army  would 
often  rally  and  fight  harder.

sanded  or  cleared.  They  ask, 
“Where  are  all  the  snowplows?” 


This  winter  is  the  worst  the  area 
has  experienced  in  the  past  12 
years.  Because  of  the 
over-abundance  of  the  white  stuff, 
snow  removal  equipment  is  in  the 
news. 

Although  Provo  hasn’t 
experienced  the  problems  of  cities 
harder  hit,  there  have  been 
complaints. 

According  to  Rod  Ford,  of  the 
Provo  Streets  Dept.,  the  major 
complaint  has  been  that  plows 
have  pushed  the  snow  to  the  sides 
of  the  streets  and  blocked 
driveways.  He  noted  when  this 
happens  people  want  their 
driveways  cleared. 


‘‘OF  COURSE  this  is 
impossible,”  he  continued.  “There 
just  isn’t  enough  manpower  in  the 
state  to  do  that  sort  of  thing.  It’s 
something  that  can’t  be  helped. 
After  all,  the  snow  plows  can’t  eat 
the  snow.” 

Another  complaint  has  been 
that  plows  have  buried  cars.  This 
problem  is  avoidable  in  most  cases 
although  some  individuals  are 
forced  to  leave  their  cars  on  the 
streets. 

Ford  pointed  out  requests  to 
keep  cars  off  the  streets  so  the 
snow  plows  could  get  by  have 
fallen  on  deaf  ears  in  the  past. 

“We  could  do  a  better  job  if 
people  would  cooperate  and  keep 
the  cars  off  the  street.  We 
recognize  that  some  can’t  but  we 
often  find  people  whojeave  the 
cars  on  the  street  even  though 
they  have  a  long  driveway,”  Ford 
said.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Utah  lawmakers  have  reacted  with 
general  accord  and  the  promise  of 
a  few  good  fights  to  major 
nonfiscal  proposals  outlined 
Monday  by  Democratic  Gov.

A  somewhat  strong  note  of 
discord  was  sounded  by  former 
House  Republican  leader,  Rep. 
Lorin  N.  Pace,  R-Salt  Lake. 


“The  governor  in  his  mes:  V 
had  a  little  something 
everybody,”  Pace  said.  “It  se  f 
to  me  he  seeks  to  be  a  pop;  f 
governor  rather  than  a  govei 
who  intends  to  accomp  ' 
things.” 

.Pace  said  Rampton  o  \ 
skimmed  many  important  iss 
talking  in  generalities  and 
making  specific  proposals. 


PRIORITIES  ARE  established 
for  each  of  the  eight  snowplows 
operated  by  Provo.  Each  has  a  set 
route  and  begins  with  the  main 
arteries  on  that  route. 

Storms  always  present  a  unique 
problem  for  the  snowplows  and 
sanders.  The  streets  need  to  be 
cleaned,  but  it  often  does  little 
apparent  good  as  they  are  covered 
again  shortly  after  the  plows  have 


Ford  observed  in  storm 
situations  the  Street  Dept,  usually 
waits  until  two  or  two  and 
one-half  inches  have  fallen  to  send 
the  plows  out.  He  pointed  out 
that  sanders  start  their  work 
immediately. 

In  such  situations,  the  crews 
manning  the  plows  and  other 
equipment  get  in  more  overtime 
than  straight  time.  They  must  go 
until  all  the  main  arteries  are  clear 
and  this  often  means  a  16-hour 
workday  during  a  storm. 

BYU,  too,  has  snow  removal 
problems.  And  some  of  them  are 
different  than  those  of  Provo 
City. 

According  to  Ross  Rieske  of  the 
BYU  Grounds  Dept.,  the 
University  has  five  snow  plow 
units,  10  sidewalk  tractors  and 
two  tractors  with  which  to  keep 
the  campus  areas  relatively 
snow-free. 

He  said  the  major  problem  is 
the  same  as  that  experienced  by 
Provo,  cars  left  in  one  spot  for 
long  periods. 

Rieske  pointed  out  one  special 
problem  is  his  department  can’t 
just  push  the  snow  to  the  side  of 
the  road  like  Provo  does.  All  the 
snow  must  be  hauled  away.

Coach  Glenn  Potter’s  BYU 
basketball  team  leaves  today  for 
its  first  conference  road  trip  of 
the  season  with  New  Mexico  and 
Texas-El  Paso.  To  put  it  mildly, 
the  Cougars  will  be  caught 
between  a  rock  and  a  hard  place 
when  they  visit  their  neighbors  to 
the  south. 

The  “rock”  is  New  Mexico’s 
University  Arena,  site  of  Thursday 
night’s  B YU-New  Mexico  clash. 
The  “hard  place”  is  Memorial 
Gym  in  El  Paso  where  the  UTEP 
Miners  will  host  the  Cougars 
Friday  evening.  Both  sites  are 
notorious  for  pressure  that  has 
turned  many  a  visitor  away 
empty-handed. 

But  Potter  and  his  Cougars  are 
not  going  into  this  week’s  action 
with  any  reservations.  They  have 
played  well  in  Albuquerque  and 
El  Paso  in  the  past  and  see  no 
reason  to  shy  away  from  the 
action  this  year. 

Potter  pretty  well  summed  up 
the  importance  of  this  week’s 
schedule  when  he  noted,  “We  will 
be  facing  the  two  teams  that  are 
favored  with  us  to  win  the  WAC. 
After  last  week’s  loss  at  home  to 
Colorado  State,  we  will  have  to 
fight  for  our  lives  for  the  balance 
of  the  season.” 

Ironically  enough,  the  three 
teams  picked  to  win  the  WAC  title 
managed  only  one  win  each  in  last 
week’s  conference  action.  The 
Cougars  split  with  CSU  and 
Wyoming  at  home,  while  New 
Mexico  and  UTEP  lost  their 
contests  to  Arizona  and  Arizona 
State. 

If  any  team  in  the  WAC  has  a 
chance  to  end  the  New  Mexico-El 
Paso  home  court  advantage,  the 
Cougars  do.

two  WAC  championships,  the 
Mountain  ,Cats  defeated  New 
Mexico  in  1971  (72-62)  and  1972 
(61-60)  in  Albuquerque.  UTEP 
has  yet  to  lose  a  conference  game 
at  home,  but  the  Cougars  pushed 
them  to  the  limit  in  1971  before 
losing,  66-64.  Last  season  the 
Cougars  had  a  1 5  point  lead  in  El 
Paso  before  succumbing,  73-69. 

“In  order  to  win  these  two 
games,  we  must  cut  down  on  our 
turnovers,”  Potter  warned.  “Both 
New  Mexico  and  UTEP  are  known 
for  their  aggressive  defense,  We 
must  counter  with  good 
ball-handling  and  play  good 
defense  ourselves  to  have  a  shot  at 
winning  these  two.” 

The  BYU  lineup  may  need  a 
little  shuffling,  depending  on  the 
physical  condition  of  forward 
Brian  Ambrozich.  Ambrozich 
suffered  a  mild  hyperextension 
(bending  backwards)  of  a  knee 
during  the  CSU  game  and  did  not 
work  out  with  the  team  Monday. 
Jay  Bunker  may  be  used  on  the 
front  line  if  Ambrozich  is  not  at 
full  strength,  or  Potter  indicated 
Belmont  Anderson  may  swing  to 
forward  with  Crig  Clawson  going 
to  guard.

“It’s  as  if  the  California  Angels 
beat,  say,  the  Los  Angeles 
Dodgers  in  a  exhibition,  then  they 
woundup  in  the  World  Series.  One 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  other.” 

Mentioning  the  Angels  wasn’t 
just  by  chance.  It’s  their  home, 
Anaheim  Stadium,  where  the 
Redskins  are  working  out  for  their 
first  National  Football  League 
championship  game  since  1945.
